go to your office, store or mill— In a 
streetcar or its equivalent, the mot­ 
orbus. 
Even ho short a time ago as 
the beginning o f the great European 
war this was not the case.

carried most of the troops to within 
a few miles from the batt]* field and 
from that point on. they marched 
afoot in the good, old-fashioned way*

will happen again. Now m otorbu ses 
are operating like street
